To the Editor: 

In answer to the teacher 
that wrote to the Editor in 
favor of the upcoming 
millage election. She quotes 
another school administra- 
tor from Gaylord who

Property taxes as we all 
know are reaccuring year 
after year after year on the 
game property without even 
the consolation of knowing 
how much it will be as they 
are based on costs and in- 
flation. 

This writer of the letter 
seems to feel it is unfor- 
tunate that we have a vote on 
this tax. I wonder what the 
tax would be if we didn’t 
have a vote? I shudder to 
think about it. As you say 
there are many wasteful 
state and federal programs 
but don’t have to read the 
Readers Digest to find out 
about them on the educated 
fools that do the spending.

Lately in this paper there 
has been a very good 
message. ‘‘To be born free is 
an accident - To live free is 
an obligation - To die free is 
a responsibility’’. To cooper- 
ate and work together as 
you request is great. Its easy 
to make such a request, we 
all want better schools and 
the best of education for our 
kids, but when you talk of 
“Austerity” budgets we dif- 
fer greatly. I wouldn’t call 16 
or 18 thousand dollars for 190 
days worth Austerity, I’d 
call it prosperity. 

There are many fine 
teachers in this community, 
I’m sure, but there are also 


many fine property owners 
that don’t have anymore tax 
dollars to contribute, and 
things aren’t getting better, 
We must, when we vote, con- 
sider each of these persons. 
‘Is it fair to obligate them and 
our children to pay for all 
these taxes that we vote in. 
To keep voting our children 
into Bondage and slavery to 
the tax collector is 
deplorable and against the 
entire concept of this coun- 
try and the constitution. 

You found fault with some 
of the uses of the grants and 
tax dollars, great, that is 
your prerogative, but please 
why don’t some of you edu- 
cators do something about 
improving the system. Get a 
petition going (I'll probably 
sign it). Talking don’t get it 
done.

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The Fall legislative session will be 
dedicated to improving the 
economic conditions of Michigan. 

Both the governor and legislative 
leaders have placed the highest of 
priorities on legislative solutions to 
aid in making the state a better 
place to maintain a business, expand 
one and/or relocate new ones. 

Governor William G. Milliken and 
Republican leaders reached agree- 
ment at a summit on Mackinac 
{sland on the basic outlines of an 
economic development plan that 
would receive legislative action this 
fall. 

Details of the agreement, how- 
ever, were not announced to allow 
for discussions with Democratic 
leaders, labor and business interest 
groups. 

Management and Budget Director 
Gerald Miller did say that over the 
next three years, the plan could 
mean some $2 billion in individual 
and business tax cuts. He added, 
however, that state income tax cuts 
would not be part of the package. 

The package would also deal with 
workers and unemployment com- 
pensation changes; incentives for 
small business, high technology and 
foreign trade and investment; and 
increased promotional programs to 
attract new businesses. 

Miller said the workers compen- 
sation changes could actually be the 
most significant part of the tax 
package. Changes in the tax struc- 
ture would include single business 
tax and property tax relief.

Meanwhile, Senate and House 
Democrats have a plan of their own 
designed to give business tax incen- 
tives and property tax relief to make 
Michigan a better place to live and 
do business. 

Milliken later announced he will 
recommend legislation to help state 
businesses take advantage of 
research and development in the 
new federal tax cut law. 

The governor, who along with 
California Governor Edmund Brown 
Jr. recently lead a National Gover- 
nors’ Association Task Force on 
Technological Innovation, said the 
tax bill can cause a very significant 
flow of research and development 
funds in the state. 

The tax cut measure includes a 25 
percent tax credit for increases in 
research and development expen- 
ditures and contains special incen- 
tives for university projects and for 
industry donations to university 
programs. 

Milliken said the state tax pro- 
grams could include economic incen- 
tives or special state efforts to make 
Michigan businesses aware of avail- 
able federal incentives and to help 
them take advantage of them. 

Both the executive office and the: 
legislative are thinking business cli- 
mate this summer and aiming 
toward programs this fall to solve 
some of the problems plaguing state 
businesses and industries, 

It remains to be seen how quickly 
they can pull together to accomplish 
these goals so necessary to the 

health of the state.

The July figures mark the 
fourth straight month of 
declining AFDC caseloads in 
Michigan, and the third 
straight month for drops in 
GA recipient cases. Prior to 
this downward trend, case- 
loads in both categories have 
risen every month for the 
past two years 

While credit can certainly 
be given to a strengthening 
economy and an upturn in 
profits for the major 
automobile manufacturers, 
it is also evident that more 
stringent welfare laws 
recently enacted are par- 
tially to blame for the wel- 
fare savings we are finally 
beginning to realize. 

One law that has had a sig- 
nificant impact went into ef- 
fect last fall. It requires each 
person applying for general 
assistance (GA) be offered 
either public service em- 
ployment, job training, job 
placement in the private sec- 
tor, or vocational education. 
If the applicant refuses to 
work towards his eligibility, 
he is denied general assis- 
tance for three months. 

While caseloads may be 
falling, our benefit levels are 
still nearly 25 percent higher 
than surrounding _ states, 
creating a welfare mecca for 
citizens of other states who 
move to Michigan. The 
federal government does not 
allow state Legislatures or 
courts to develop residency 
requirements for new 
welfare recipients because 
of Constitutional rulings. 
Thus, it is our responsibility 
in Lansing to work to bring 
our benefit levels into line 
with our neighbors to the 
south and west, particularly 
Ohio, Indiana and IHinois.

Clock Collector Having Time of His Life 


By Jon Thompson 


Although Robert Harring- 
ton, of Grayling, has more 
than 300 clocks, he never has 
anytime on his hands. When- 
ever he has some free time, 
he’s usually cleaning or re- 
pairing clocks or looking for 
another one to add to his 
Collection. 

Harrington began collect- 
ing clocks in 1945 when he 
repaired his grandparents’ 
grandfather clock. He still 
has that first clock in his 
collection and it still keeps 
time. 

In fact, mest of the clocks 
in his collection run well 
because Harrington enjoys 
repairing them as well, He 
has a shelf of clock repair 
manuals, collector’s books, 
and parts catalogs. He has 
two chests of drawers con- 
taining spare parts and 
clocks to be fixed as well. 


Harrington is so proficient 
at repair work, clock lovers 
from as far away as the U.P. 
ask him to repair their trea- 
surers. 

“Most of the clocks I 
repair are just dirty or there 
has been too many fingers 
inside them,” Harrington 
said. ‘Probably the best ad- 
vice I can give is to dust the 
outside of the clock and if 
something goes wrong in- 
side, have a 
repairman look at it.” 

Several of Harrington’s 
clocks decorate his house 
and the rest are displayed on 
shelves in his basement. He 
has an antique clock housed 


reputable . 


in a wood replica of a Vir- 
ginia cathedral hand carved 
by the priest of that cathe- 
dral. He also has marine 
clocks, a 1912 braille pocket- 
watch (bumps along the 
numbers), an oldtime Coca 
Cola clock, and a time clock 
removed from the Dow 
Chemical plant. 


‘Some one at the plant. 


knew I collected clocks so 
they called me the day they 
took out all the time clocks.” 

Harrington’s oldest clock 
is a 1733 French model he 
bought at an auction. 

‘“Fourty minutes after I 
bought it, I was offered five 
times what I had just paid 
for it.” 

He also has a frying-pan 
clock a student made in shop 
class and he has two clocks 
that run backwards, 

“One is a bar clock that is 
supposed to run backwards 
and the other one I don’t 
know why it does. I haven’t 
had the time to open it up to 
check it yet.” 

Harrington moved to 
Grayling five years ago from 
Ludington, where he was 
born and raised. His collec- 
tion has been featured in 
other newspaper articles 
and recently the Cadillac 
television station did a film 
feature on his collection. 
Harrington set off all of his 
chime and alarm clocks 
during the interview. 

“After the interview, I 
asked Guy Gordon if he knew 
what time it was and that 
cracked him up,” Harring- 


ton said. 


The History of The 
Grayling Go-Op Nursery 


A cooperative nursery is a 
non-profit organization 
owned and operated by the 
parents of young children. 
The environment is one of 
relaxed, positive acceptan- 
ce, where each child is 
recognized as an individual 
growing and developing at 
his own rate and in his own 
way. A qualified teacher 
directs educational 
programs set up by the 
teacher and parents, with 
parents assisting in carrying 
out the program. 

All members contribute 
their talents, time, and in- 
terests. Members elect of- 
ficers to handle the adminis- 
tration of the school and 
each family is represented in 
an office or in a committee 
position. 

In 1966 the idea for a nur- 
sery school was germinating 
in the minds of two Grayling 
residents, Nancy Gazan and 
Marianne Wittenberg, who 
wished their children could 
enjoy the benefits of a pre- 
school experience. One of the 
mothers had previous exper- 
ience with a co-operative 
nursery in a larger city. 
Combining desire and exper- 
ience the two mothers began 
contacting various nursery 
schools and the Michigan 
Council of Co-op Nurseries. 
One year and much hard 
work later, in the fall of 1966, 
the Grayling Co-Operative 


Nursery School was a 
reality. The first quarters 
were in the Michelson 
Memorial Church. There 
was little equipment and 
most of it was donated or 
borrowed. Each successive 
year the mothers raised fun- 
ds and budgeted enough to 
continue to pay a teacher’s 
salary and add more equip- 
ment. 

Finally in 1974, The Gray- 
ling Co-op Nursery, through 
the continued support of 
parents and the community, 
was able to purchase their 
own building. The modular 
unit on Plum St., next to the 
Elementary School, curren- 
tly houses all the activity, 
fun, and learning experien- 
ces, that make The Grayling 
Co-Op Nursery a continuing 
example of the Cooperative 
Nursery philosophy. It is 
truly a unique pre-school ex- 
perience for all three and 
four year oid children. 

Only a few days are left to 
enroll your child in this posi- 
tive learning and social en- 
vironment. If your child is 3 
or 4 years old, and has not 
yet been registered cail Lin- 
da Northrup, Membership 
Chairman, at 348-5639.

Anyone who plants a gar- 
den or rakes the acorns from 
a lawn is well aware of the 
often minute package we 
call a seed. Inside the seed, 
no matter how small or 
large, is stored food and a 
young plant which needs 
only the proper conditions to 
send forth a root and leaves. 
It is a trite term, but seeds 
are unique in many ways. 
Some can wait 50 years or 
more before germinating. 
They resist drying, freezing, 
the digestive juices of ani- 
mals and birds, as well as 
other kinds of abuse. Nature 
has provided a means by 
which seeds can be spread 
and, since not all will come 
to rest in a suitable growing 
spot, many more seeds are 
produced than will ever be 
able to grow. 

Seeds such as those of 
milkweed, dandelion, cat- 
tail, pine and maple are 
carried by wind, sometimes 
astonishing distances. 
Jewelweed and witch hazel 
actually shoot their seeds 
some distance from the 
parent plant. Birds spread 
others by carrying them in 
mud stuck to their feet or in 
the digestive systems. Flow- 
ing water in streams and 
rivers spreads the seeds of 
various aquatic plants, and 
even man spreads others. 
Seeds are carried in pockets, 
pant cuffs, or in the caked 
dirt on the underside of a 
car. Burdock and sticktights 
are often spread by catching 
in the fur of animals or on 
the trousers of a hunter. 

Different seeds need dif- 
ferent conditions in which to 
germinate. For example, 
cattail seeds like it under- 
water where the oxygen 
supply is low. Jack pine 
seeds need fire to be 
released from the cones. 
Trillium seeds must be 
chilled and then warmed in 
order to germinate, while 
locust seeds need to be 
roughed up before they will 
grow and peppergrass needs 
full sunlight. 

All in all, seeds are won- 
drous things, used as the 
main food source by many 
species of wildlife, and the 
food products from seeds in 
large measure feed man.

Pheasant Hunting Regulations for 1981 


The Natural Resources Commission, at its meeting on 
June 12, 1981, under authority of Chapter I, Section tf, 
Act 286, P.A. 1929, as amended (p, 243 of Lawe Relating to 
Natural Resources, revision of 1977), and Sections I, 2, and 
3 of Act 230, P.A. 1925 (p. 158 of Laws Relating to Natural 
Resources, revision of 1977), and Act 230, P.A. 1980, the 
Commission establish the following general pheasant 
hunting season regulations for 1981. 


In that part of Menominee County lying south of 
Highway US-2 and Delta County, south and west of 
Escanaba River, October 16-20, inclusive. 


October 20 - November II, inclusive. 


The bag limit shall be restricted to 1 male pheasant 
per day, 2 in possession, and 4 during the season. 


Statutory bag limits shall apply -- 2 male pheasants 
per day, 4in possession, and 8 during the season. 


Pheasant taken in any of the prescribed pheasant put- 
take areas shall be included in the small game hunter's 
daily bag and posseasion limit.

Return of Grayling Fish Unlikely 


By Jon Thompson 

Many northern Michigan 
streams are flowing clear, 
clean, and cold again as they 
did before the white men 
came. But the fish which 
used to inhabit the pristine 
waters is unlikely to return. 

Fishermen from all over 
used to haul out Grayling 
fish by the dozens from the 
AuSable and Manistee 
before logging and fires des- 
troyed stream quality and 
helped make the fish extinct 
in Michigan by the early 
1900’s. 

Now with water quality 
improving due to tough en- 
vironmental controls and 
forest fire control, there’s 
talk of bringing back similar 
species of the sport fish. 

Butch Sapp, an outdoor 
columnist for the Macomb 
Daily newspaper, said bring- 
ing back the Grayling would 
give a boost to northern 
Michigan much like the 
planting of salmon in the 
Great Lakes did. He 
suggested reintroducing the 
fish to a portion of a river 
such as the AuSable north 
branch or the upper Manis- 
tee or a small lake such as 
Bright or Glory Lake near 
Hartwick Pines, 

Although DNR. studies 
show the water quality of 
these two stretches of river 
to be suitable for the fish, 
DNR fishery officials at the 
Grayling field office say 
there would be other prob- 
lems to reintroducing the 
fish. 

‘The Grayling wouldn’t be 
able to compete with other 
fish in the river so all the 
trout and other fish would 
have to be poisoned first to 
get rid of them,” a DNR 
fishery officer said. “And 
even if you did manage to 
poison most of the fish, you 
would still have the problem 
of keeping other fish from 
returning to that part of the 
river,” 

The DNR officer said there 
would be the same problem 
at Bright and Glory lakes 
because they have an inlet 
and outlet. 

“You’d have to put up a 
wire barrier or some type of 
construction to keep other 
fish out,” he said. “But all it 
would take is for the wire 
screen to get plugged up on- 
ce and water would flow over 
the top letting fish in.” 

He said there are other 
lakes without inlets and out- 
lets in the county that might 
be better suited for planting 
Grayling than Bright and 
Glory. Even in a small lake 
without inlets and outlets, 
however, poisoning the 
existing fish population 
Would be a Hard task. 

“It’s awful hard to poison 
all the fish like you would 
want to do before you plan- 
ted Grayling. With the cost 
of poison these days, it might 
take as much as $10,000 and

The fish reportedly didn’t 
fight as hard as trout and 
was generally smaller - 8 to 
18 inches was aeverage in 
Michigan. But the fish was 
popular for its high dorsal fin 
like a sailfish and beautiful 
pink, purple, and blue specks 
onits gray body. 

Previous attempts to bring 


back similar species of the 
Grayling - found in Montana, 
Alaska, and Europe - have 
been made in northern Mich- 
igan. Around World War II, 
Ford Lake in the Pigeon 
River state forest was 
stocked with Grayling, and 
in the 1950’s Manganese 
Lake in the U.P. was 
stocked. Both efforts failed 
with the fish disappearing 
within a few years.
